District problems were thoroughly dis- 
cussed, experiences freely exchanged, ideas 
inspired, all marked with a spirit of har- 
mony and unity of purpose—the simple, 
old-fashioned doctrine of doing something 
for others. 

The harmony was not, however, con- 
fined entirely to business, for the District 
Governors early proved themselves at least 
loud as dispensers of song. There was 
whole-heartedness in fun and sociability 
as well as in work, and the conference was 
thoroughly enjoyable as well as fruitful. 
Acquaintances were established which are 
destined to be of long standing. The 
Governors got to know one another very 
well, striking up a warm friendship with 
the genial Mr. Kelley. 

There was, however, a note of sorrow re- 
sulting from the bereavement of the be- 
loved chairman of the board, Governor 
Victor M. Johnson, of Illinois, whose 
brother was buried the day before the 
conference. He bravely carried on, pre- 
sided the first day, was host at an excellent 
dinner that evening at the Chicago 
Athletic club, but the critical illness of 
his sister-in-law then called himVaway. 
Her death two days later proved another 
crushing blow. 

Some of the outstanding points for which 
there developed a concensus of opinion 
among the governors, were: 

That a district bulletin should be issued 
and that copies should be sent to all Dis- 
trict Governors and District Secretaries; 

That District Governors avoid ladies’ 
nights as the occasions of their visits to 
local clubs; that they attend the regular 
meetings and arrange to meet the local 
club's Board of Directors preceding, so that 
they may be able to speak to the mem- 
bers on those problems in which they are 
most interested; 

That each club in a district be visited at 
least once during the year by the Governor 
or one of the Lieutenant Governors and

cept when the number of clubs is so large 
that he finds it necessary to ask a Lieu- 
tenant Governor to act for him; 

That local clubs provide in their by- 
laws that the retiring President each year 
shall become District Trustee for the en- 
suing year and that he automatically be- 
come a member of the club’s Board of 
Directors; 

That the District officers, through such 
methods as they deem best, shall procure 
from the local clubs, ninety days before 
the District convention, suggestions as to 
matters of business to be brought before 
that convention; 

That the districts should establish the 
budget system for the handling of finances; 


That District Governors send copies, to 
local club Presidents and Secretaries, 
of all letters sent to the District Trustees; 


That each club should have a Kiwanis 
educational meeting once each month or 
devote to this purpose five minutes of each 
meeting; 

That new clubs should be advised to 
fix their dues at not less than $20 per year; 

That at inter-city meetings the visiting 
Krwanrans pay for their own luncheon 
or dinner tickets; 

That, while it is felt advisable that a 
District Governor serve not more than one 
term, no restrictions to this effect be placed 
in the district by-laws. 

The Governors went carefully into the 
proposed uniform district by-laws and 
recommended a number of changes, one of 
the foremost of which was the fixing of the 
calendar year as the district fiscal year. 

The subjects selected by Governor 
Johnson for discussion were: The District 
organization, District officers, District 
Trustees, District committees, District 
finance, District convention, District ex- 
tension and District magazine or bulletin. 
Each governor had been asked to prepare 
a brief talk on one of these subjects, fol- 
lowing which there was general discus- 
sion. 

Upon request from the International 
Trustees for decision by the Governors on 
three subjects, the Governors indorsed the 
efficiency contest plan, left to the discre- 
tion of the Trustees any redistricting plan , 
and felt that the January conference of 
District Governors should continue to be 
confined to the Governors. 

Following the departure of Governor 
Johnson, Governor R. A. Mansfield Hobbs, 
of New York, presided. Governor Michael 
A. Gorman, of Michigan, was elected Sec- 
retary and Governor E. J. L’Esperance, of 
Ontario-Quebec, Governor James G. San- 
derson, of Pennsylvania, and Governor 
Gorman were named a committee to draw 
up a statement of the attitude of the 
Jovernors. A token of sympathy was sent 
to Governor Johnson and letters of regret 
were sent to Governor A. J. Arrant, of 
Alabama-Florida, and Governor L. N. 
Frantz, of West Virginia, at their inability 
to be present. 


Findings of the Publicity 
Committee 
By MICHAEL A. GORMAN. 


F HE present International Committee 

- on Publicity took up its work with 

no established policy as a guide. 

We have had to blaze the way and with 

the splendid cooperation of the Interna- 

tional office we have been able to make 
some headway. 

Your committee was impressed with the 
possibilities that lay in a digest of the 
public service accomplishments of K1rwanis 
Cuuss for a year’s period. It was felt that 
the aggregate of local club records of serv- 
ice would so impress the individual Ki- 
WANIAN that he would more highly prize his 
membership and both he and the public 
would get a comprehensive idea of 
the scope of Kiwanis. It would be the 
translation of the Kiwanis spirit and ideals 
into figures and facts. It was the purpose 
to shape the material into an article for the 
Krwants MaGaziIne and submit similar 
articles to other magazines, besides pre- 
paring a condensed version to be submitted 
to the large news agencies in the form of an 
annual report. 

We proceeded on this basis, and a ques- 
tionnaire with an explanatory letter was 
sent to each club and there since has been 
a follow-up letter. We asked for the 
amount contributed for public purposes by 
the club and by individual members 
through the club; the amount raised for 
public purposes by solicitation as a club; 
a brief description of outstanding public 
accomplishments and photographs if avail- 
able. 


We have thus far received replies from 
100 clubs and their records are most 
enlightening, even to one who has followed 
Kiwanis closely. These clubs contributed 
collectively or individually as clubs, about 
$250,000 for public purposes and raised 
through solicitation as clubs, about $3,- 
000,000. There were over 70 different 
sorts of public activities in which these 
clubs engaged during the year and they 
ranged from obtaining industrial enter- 
prises for cities to serving as waiters in 
restaurants during a strike; from supply- 
ing milk to the infants of indigent parents 
to raising the funds for the building of hos- 
pitals; from painting fire hydrants to pro- 
curing extensions of city limits; but always 
giving money or service—usually both! 

There is already considerable material 
for a significant resumé, but if it’s deemed 
worth while, more complete data may be 
obtained through energetic cooperation of 
the District Governors in obtaining re- 
plies from the clubs yet to be heard from. 

Your chairman took up with Chairman 
Grube, of the District of Ohio Publicity 
Committee, the idea of asking the Cleve- 
land baseball club to defer the raising 
of either the American League or the world 
championship pennant until the time of 
the Kiwanis convention, then staging the 
event under the auspices of our organiza- 
tion. The matter has been taken up with a 
fair chance of success. This would receive 
attention throughout the baseball world 








und would serve to further advertise K1- 
WANIS. 

Many clubs have gotten out impressive 
KIwANIs editions through their local news- 
papers and an illustrated account of the 
Saginaw Boy Scout project was sent out 
by the largest of syndicates to the hun- 
dreds of newspapers it serves. 

I believe the most valuable bit of pub- 
licity Krwants has had was the enrollment 
of President-elect Warren G. Harding as a 
member. It aroused pride within the or- 
ganization and enviable attention from 
outside. 

Feeling is occasionally encountered that 
it is poor taste for a club to have much 
publicity but I am confident this is an ill- 
eonceived notion. Overdone publicity is, 
of course, inadvisable but a fair publica- 
tion.of the club’s activities attracts atten- 
tion to the club and tends to cause the 
general public to recognize it as a factor 
for good, with resultant feeling of pride in 
being affiliated with it. This adds to the 
force of the club and inspires the doing of 
greater things. Publicity is therefore seen 
as a stimulant to service. 

For the future I believe an annual re- 
sume of the activities of local clubs is 
worth while and I think there are advan- 
tages to be derived from an annual K1- 
wANis Day when Krwants Cuvss through- 
out the United States and Canada would 
do something or stage something of a 
publie nature. 

A thought that appeals to me even more, 
a plan which would be distinctive and at- 
tract general attention, although it need 
not necessarily be of public nature, is the 
establishment of an annual International 
or Canada-United States Day. This 
would be the occasion, throughout the 
United States, of local club programs de- 
voted to Canada, and in Canada of pro- 
grams devoted to the United States. It 
would be a power for the further develop- 
ment of understanding and good feeling 
between the peoples of the two great 
North American nations who have really 
so much in common. 

I have tried to set forth briefly the 
thoughts and activities of your Committee 
on Publicity and I know I speak for the 
others of the committee as well as myself 
when I assure you we are ready to do all 
we can to carry out any policies your board 
may ordain.

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The Report of the International Finance 
Committee

‘on Finance Committee was appointed 
at the first meeting of the Executive 
Committee following the Portland con- 
vention. At that time it was reported 
that we were nearing the four-hundred 
mark in the number of clubs and, in view 
of the consequent rapid expansion at 
headquarters and the ever-increasing reve- 
nue and expenditure, it was deemed 


necessary that a special committee should

be appointed to deal with all financial 
questions. 

As the appointment of this committee 
was more or less in the nature of an experi- 
ment, the Executive Committee very 
wisely refrained from limiting the com- 
mittee in its duties. After due consider- 
ation and investigation the committee 
decided its duties and functions to be as 
follows: 

The preparation of a proper budget 
twice a year covering the half-year 
periods, January to June, and July 
to December, which would show in 
detail the revenue and expenditure 
of each department; 

Assisting the Secretary in the 
creation of an accounting system 
at headquarters designed to fill every 
need of the organization; 

Careful and regular examination 
of the accounting system, with a 
view to keeping it always abreast 
of the needs of our rapidly expanding 
organization ; 

The careful and regular checking, 
each sixty days, of all the vouchers 
for the preceding two full months, 
the result of such examinations to 
be reported regularly to the Executive 
Committee; 

A careful survey should be made 
of the office requirements and the 


work of the office properly distri- 
buted and the duties of the var- 
ious officials clearly defined; 

Staff salaries and any adjustments 
thereof should be under the sole con- 
trol of the committee; 

An entirely new system of hand- 
ling the bank accounts should be set 
up, which would afford the maximum 
protection to our organization as a 
whole. 


The general arrangement of duties, 
the handling of funds, and the accounting 
generally, were carefully investigated by 
your committee, and the necessary changes 
made to suit the new plan. 

Under the system now installed, no 
matter how rapidly clubs are formed, 
headquarters can take care of the increase 
and, similarly, should there be a sudden 
cessation of club building, the staff could 
be reduced without upsetting the organi- 
zation as a whole. The present arrange- 
ment at headquarters is one which, in the 
judgment of the committee, compares 
favorably with that of any business 
organization. 

The committee felt that in order to 
insure proper efficiency and to give the 
staff as a whole a closer point of contact 
with the Directors, the Finance Committee 
should be given absolute charge of the 
staff, and that no promotions or changes 
should be made without being first dealt 
with by the committee. 

The committee gave very special con- 
sideration to the matter of handling the 
various bank accounts and finally decided 
that—in view of the fact that the Treasurer 
would invariably live at some distance 
from Chicago—the bulk of the funds 
should be deposited in a bank in the 
home town of the Treasurer, subject to 
the order of the Treasurer and Secretary. 
In order not to hamper the operations 
at headquarters, a special account was 
opened in a Chicago bank with an initial 
deposit of $10,000, and at the end of each 
week the Secretary sends to the Treasurer 
a statement of the withdrawals and the 
Treasurer, upon satisfying himself that 
everything is in order, reimburses the 
Chicago account to the extent of the 
withdrawals. In this way no more than 
$10,000 is ever subject to the cheque of 
the two executive officers, who are bonded 
for $10,000 each. The Treasurer is also 
under bond for a like amount, and all 
the bonds, by the direction of the Com- 
mittee, were placed in the hands of the 
International President, instead of simply 
being exchanged between the signing offi- 
cers, as formerly. * 

The original Finance Committee was 
composed of Messrs. Ward and Ross. 
Subsequently V. M. Johnson was added, 
but he resigned in the fall, owing to the 
pressure of other Kiwanis duties. His 
place on the committee was filled by 
E. F. Arras of Columbus, Ohio.

I don’t think Father and I were ever 
so close together as we were that minute. 
Understanding! That was it! Understand- 
ing is what will be promoted by these 
Father and Son celebrations; the under- 
standing that is going to make the race 
better. 

It seems almost incredible that the re- 
lationship of father and son has been 
tempered all these hundreds of years by 
distance, a timidity and a deference that is 
really a modified estrangement in some 
eases. Perhaps each has been at fault. 
Boys generally stand in awe of Father, 
whereas Mother’s shrine is the confessional 
and the perpetual source of kind words 
and encouragement. Mother is better 
fitted for that sort of thing. Tradition 
says she is better equipped with kindness, 
sympathy, and all other things that tem- 
per the troubles of youth. 

But is she? Have you ever gone to 
the big fellow with your troubles? Have 
you ever put them squarely up to him and 
asked him what he would do in the same 
circumstance? Try it sometime. You 
will be amazed at the mellowness of the 
big fellow. And Father, you try it on the 
boy some time. You'll be astonished at 
his understanding of things, the depths of 
his sympathy, and the measure of his 
helpfulness. 
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Classification Rules 





Your International Committee on 
Classification has here outlined 
for you the simplest code which 
will meet an ever-present, ever- 
changing problem. 





Foreword 


Many of the most perplexing problems in connection with the ad- 
ministration of local Kiwanis club affairs lies in the proper classifying 
of the membership. The rules governing classification, prepared by 
the Classification Committee and approved by the International 
Board of Trustees, are basic in character and will afford the means 
for solving every local club classification problem. 


9, berwecnee pascal must essentially be 
based upon classification, which shall 
be determined by industry or vocation, in 
accordance with the rules defined by the 
constitution. There- 
fore, a man’s right 
to membership in- 
heres in his business, 
or profession, rather 
than the firm with 
which he happens 
to be associated, 
and any member- 
ship automatically 
ceases when a mem- 
ber changes his 
profession, or busi- 
ness, unless he re- 
engage himself in a 
business which 
would afford con- 
tinuance under a 
satisfactory classi- 
fication. 
Classification, to 
be effective, must 
be sufficiently flex- 
ible to meet the 
requirements of all 
elubs in cities of 
all sizes and every 
sort of industrial 
activity. The four 
rules which follow are, we believe, broad 
enough to meet every reasonable condition. 
RULE NO. 1: “ANY BUSINESS 
WHICH MAY BE DEFINITELY CLAS- 
SIFIED.”’’ 
RULE No. 2: ‘“‘A MANUFACTURER 
OR PRODUCER OF ANY SPECIFIC 
COMMODITY” 
can and ought to be applied when a mem- 
bership, covering a variety of commodi- 
ties, is held as, for example, ‘Dealer in 
Hardware,” which includes ice boxes, 
nails, saws, ete., ete. Under this rule 
a manufacturer of either of the above- 
mentioned articles (or any others) is 
eligible whether he sells at retail or 
not, because a manufacturer is essen- 
tially the most representative of his 
respective industry and Kiwanis seeks 
representative membership. 
RULE No. 3: ‘‘ONE WHO FURNISHES 
ANY KIND OF EXPERT SERVICE’’ 
will afford eligibility to those who might 
be definitely classified as, for instance,

cial work, or service, such as attorney 
general, prosecuting attorney, or counsel

An 
accountant might 
be an actuary of 
insurance ¢com- 
pany, auditor of 
state, city or cor- 
poraration, etc. 
This rule affords 
classification to 
any: specialist. 
RULE No. 4: 
“SUSPENDED 
CLASSIFICA- 
TION’? 
may be accepted 
by any member 
in good standing, 
who has relin- 
quished active 
participation in 
the profession or 
business by vir- 
tue of which he 
qualified as a member, providing he 
be not actively engaged in some other 
business or profession of conflicting 
classification. This classification affords 
continued membership to those who 
have, or shall have, retired from active 
professional or industrial activities, even 
though they retain financial or other 
interests. This rule is exclusively for 
those who are commonly known as re- 
tired professional or business men.

a4 program was submitted to 
the Mid-Year Conference at 
Chieago by the writer for the 
purpose of instituting such a 
contest as an annual event in 
International Krwanis. To 
stimulate interest, a suitable 
prize will be awarded by the 
writer to be contested for an- 
nually and to be held by the 
winning club for one year. 
The contest is based on per 
centages as follows: 

First: Public affairs activ- 
ities, by which is meant all 
the activities of the local clubs 
bearing upon that subject which counts forty per cent. 
BiSecond: Attendance. The percentages of attendance 
should be given by the week and month, and will be 
counted thirty per cent in the report. 

Third: Social activities and programs will count 
twenty per cent. By this is meant a synopsis, as brief 
as possible, of the social activities of the club, and its 
weekly programs; not in detail, but to give an idea of the 
kind of speakers and programs. 

Fourth: Inter-City relations; not details of meeting 
but number and names of clubs visited, with dates. This 
will count ten per cent. 

The report should be brief. No long description could 
be possible in a report of activities of a club crowded into 
a space of two thousand words. The report should like- 
wise be typewritten, and each subject taken up separately 
so that the judges in passing on the papers will be able 
to readily handle the markings. 

The District Governors will be urged, in a special 
communication, to communicate with the local clubs 
and to appoint a committee of three to read the reports 
as submitted from the clubs, and to pick the best there- 
from. This year the reports must be in the hands of the 
District Governor by the first of May. In future years, 
the first of April will be the date. 

The District Governor must forward the best report 
from his district to International headquarters not later 
than June first of each year. The report when sent from 


the District Governor should not bear the percentage 
given by the local committee, so that it will not in any 
way influence the committee of judges upon the reports 
at International headquarters. 

The time to be covered by the reports will be the period 
from the Portland Convention to the first of May of this

Each club shall submit to 
the District Governor of its 
district, on the first of April 
of each and every year, a 
report of its activities divided 
in the following manner: 

1. Public Affairs. 

2. Attendance. 

3. Social Activities and Club Program other than 
Public Affairs. 

4. Inter-City Relations. 

The Governor shall appoint a committee of three who 
shall read the reports submitted, and mark the same on 
the following percentage: 

Public Affairs, forty per cent. 

Attendance, thirty per cent. 

Social Activities and Program, twenty per cent. 

Inter-City Relations, ten per cent. 

The best report shall not be later than June 1, shall be 
submitted to the International Secretary at headquarters 
at Chicago, by the District Governor. 

The International Secretary shall have five copies 
stricken off, and shall forward one to each of the following: 
The Immediate Past President, the first, Second, and 
Third Vice Presidents, who together with the Secretary 
shall compose a committee to decide upon the best report 
from the districts. 

The said report shall not bear the marks given by the 
districts, but shall be marked by the committee according 
to the above schedule, and returned to the Secretary at 
the International Convention where the report of said 
committee shall be received and the winner announced. 

Reports must not exceed 2,000 words. Consideration 
will be given to brevity and the form of the report. 

The period to be covered by the report shall be from 
the Portland Convention to May 1, 1921.

question ‘What is Krwants?’ Give us a creed 
we can hand to people in explanation of our ideals.”

Come down to the cool spring house and lift from 
the depths of its tinkling stream a water melon, slash 
into its red heart and taste the exquisite sweetness of it. 
No confectioner has ever been able tc duplicate the 
luscious sweetness of its cooling flavor. 

Come down the lane in the gloaming and hark to the 
low, throaty warble of a hermit thrush, as he sings to 
his mate in the hedge. No phonograph has ever yn- 
prisoned that melody and reproduced it in hard rubber 
under a scratching needle. 

Since the advent of letters the poets and literary 
geniuses have written epics telling of love and what it 
means to the human heart. Any man who has ever held 
the one woman close in his arms knows that all the songs 
were wasted and any woman who has ever had chubby 
fingers clasped around her neck and felt a_kiddie’s 
heart throb against her own, knows that he who wrote 
but spent his time in vain.

Our International President has described it as ‘‘re- 
ligion, so capsuled that the ordinary business man will 
take it.’”’ Another has said “it is the Golden Rule, as 
applied to everyday life’ and yet another has said that 
‘it is the erystalization of the square deal from a theory 
into an actuality.” 

To all men Krwanis is all things. 

Just as a moving picture screen shows only what is 
on the film in the projector, so Kiwanis is life’s picture 
screen showing the individual only those things which 
in him are. To one man it is a club of good fellows, to 
another an opportunity to build for the brotherhood of 
mankind, to another a chance to build better business 
methods in his city, to another the college fraternity 
spirit adapted to business life and to still another some 
different but equally commendable thing. 

If I had to write a Kiwanis creed it would have but 
five professions of faith: my country is the best country 
over which a flag ever flew; my state, or province, is the best 
state or province in my country; my city ts the best city in 
my state or province; My Kiwanis Cuvs 7s the best organi- 
zation of men ever banded together in my city: my motto 
is my club’s motto, ‘We Build.” 

This is the epitome of it all. Believe this and 7t zs true! 
Believe this and you will build for that country, 
state or province, city and Kiwanis Cuius. Believe 
this and there is nothing you will not get behind 
and push, which is for the betterment of that country, 
state, province, city or club. 

One such club in every city will be the little leaven 
which will leaven the whole loaf and make this world a 
better place in which to live. On this foundation we will 
build a wall in which there will be no toe-hold for schisms 
and isms, for lies and deceit, for iconoclasts and political 
fakirs. They will never be able to climb to high places 
in our body politic.

ry NHAT it is more blessed to give than to receive is 
nowhere so well demonstrated as in the Sponsor 
' Club plan as used in Kiwanis. 

lhe basic principle of this plan is for a nearby Kiwanis 
‘LUB to take in hand a new club either being organized 
rr recently organized and act as a big brother to it, by 
sending delegations to help organize it or help it to get 

ip power after it is once organized. 
it isa fact too evident to require comment, that a group 
{business men who leave their workin anearby city to come 
into a town to assist in organizing a Kiwanis CLusB can help 
lo the work in one-tenth the time that a Field Represent- 
itive can do it alone. The great number, the altruistic 
motive and every particle of psychology of the situation 
favors the immediate establishment of the club. But the 
.ccomplishment of the organization of the new club is only 
yne-half the benefit derived from the visit. The sponsor- 
ng club gets more vim, pep and punch from such a trip 

than from a dozen ordinary meetings. 
lhe average KrwaNntANn hos never crystalized his own 
KIwANis ideals; but let him go with a sponsoring club 
‘xpedition and talk Krwanis to a man who is a stranger 
to its advantages and he will round out in his own mind 
iis estimate of Kiwanis and will convince himself of the 
dea, while he is convincing the man to whom he talks. 
[t is one of the happy thoughts of Kiwanis. It is one 
f the fortunate strokes of policy and the Kiwanis CLus, 
which has not acted as sponsoring club for a baby club 
n the neighborhood has missed one of the most rejuve- 
ating and reviving influences, which can be brought intoit.

Once a Kiwanian Always a Kiwanian 

\t the International Conference in Chicago in January 
here was a report from the Committee on Classification 
und during the discussion following this splendid report 
these facts were brought out as a concensus of opinion 
f the International officers. 

‘Once a KrwaNntan always a: Krwantan”’ is a good, 
general, working plan. But the fact that a man, moving 
nto a new city was a KrwaNIAN in the city from which 
he removed, does not necessarily entitle him to member- 
ship in the new club. It gives him preferential rights only. 
He must submit to the same searching investigation as 
though he were not a Kirwaniran. If his classification 
is filled and he is found to be a good man, he has preference 
on the waiting list by virtue of his former membership, 
but can only come into the club after cone of the men 
in his classification has died, removed from the city or 
iropped his membership. 

Former active members of other clubs are as a rule 
valuable members of the club in the new city. Member- 
ship in a Krwanis CLuB is equally valuable to a new 
citizen, as it gives him a fine opportunity to establish 


new friendships. But it should be borne constantly in 
mind that KrwaNIANs are human; that the Membership 
Committee should write to the President and Secretary 
of his former club and find out all about the man before 
he is admitted. 

Krwanis no longer seeks members. Members are now 
seeking Krwanis and while these preferential rights are 
unquestioned and should be recognized, that is all the 
claim the former KrwaniANn has. 


Isn't it about time we business men got 
up, demanded a fresh pony and a new 
mallet to go in for the next period? 


Canada-United States 


One can hardly repress a smile when listening to the 
thoughtless Kiwanis orator who says that Krwanis 
is non-political. The very banding together of Canada 
and the United States in this organization is of itself 
evidence of the very highest character of politics. Wedded 
as the two countries are in speech, in habits of thought, 
in conservatism, the very highest politics in world- 
building is symbolized by the additional joining of the 
two countries in these organizations where business and 
professional men forget that nonexistant line between 
the two. 

Now when the world is so filled with iconoclastic 
Bolshevism, and all its kindred isms and schisms, no 
greater power for good is to be conceived by the mind of 
man than this, thorough understanding by the level- 
headed business element, which is so carefuliy fostered 
and encouraged by Krwanls. 

“We Build,” when we build for the joining of two 
conservative nations, who have built the highest civiliza- 
tion the world has ever known, and we build yet better 
when we join hands to stamp out that radicalism, which 
would change these nations of ours to a present day Russia. 

Kiwanis Ciuss should bear this in mind when asking 
speakers to talk before them. A Krwanis Cius has no 
place on its platform for any man who dares to advocate 
the tearing down of our present day civilization, who 
dares to advocate the slightest disobedience to constituted 
authority or who dares to engender hatred of the country 
north of the Great Lakes, whose flag is entwined with the 
stars and stripes at every Kiwanis Convention. 

KrwaNIs is unqualifiedly, unhesitatingly and eternally 
stamped as International and has no room for the man 
who is opposed to the wedding of the United States with 
Canada, now joined by community of law, language, 
literature, ambition and high ideals.

May Kiwanis Conventions Grow Too Large? 


We now have three hundred-odd Kiwanis C.Luss. 
This means that the next International Convention will 
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have as active participants, more than six hundred 
delegates. This in turn brings the thought that it is 
quite possible for future Krwanis conventions to have 
twelve or twenty-four hundred delegates. 

Will such a body be unwieldy? Already the desire 
to talk on immaterial things, due to lack of appreciation 
of the surroundings, to lack of appreciation of the work 
to be accomplished in a given time, or to a desire on the 
part of the speaker to be in the limelight, is forcing our 
KIwaNnis conventions more and more into the plan 
of shunting all discussions into committee rooms where 
the orator lacks the inspiration of an audience and is 
compelled to confine himself to simple facts. 

This is inevitable and will become yet more and more 
the custom until we face a situation where every man 
who rises in the convention will be met with the stern 
mandate, ‘“‘The matter is referred to the appropriate 
committee.” 

Will we meet with difficulty in future in finding a hall 
in which to meet with two or three thousand delegates? 
Will future presiding officers, not always experienced, 
be able to. swing such crowds when we recall the words, 
“‘stampeded the convention?”’ 

There is another angle also. Kiwanis Ciups have 
always paid the expenses of their accredited representa- 
tives. It is very conservative to say that the expenses 
of the average delegate to the average convention will 
cost one hundred dollars. This is really much below the 
fact. At present each club must pay two hundred dollars 
out of its treasury in this way. Three hundred clubs 
will pay out sixty thousand dollars in expenses for the 
Cleveland Convention. Wouldit be better tosendone man 
only end leave the thirty thousand dollars in the treasuries 
of the various clubs to carry on the work of those clubs 
at home? 

KIwanlIs is not well known even among our own mem- 
bership. Does this extra money and these extra delegates 
gain enough educational and inspirational benefit to 
justify the expense? This is purely a matter for the local 
clubs to decide. It is no consequence to the Inter- 
national organization as such. We merely throw out the 
thought for Krtwanrans to ponder over and decide, as 
in their wisdom they think best. It is a matter certain 
to come before future conventions and it is well to give it 
thought now that your delegates will not have to 
take snap judgment on it later. 

The Mystic Shrine, Rotary and other organizations 
have large conventions now and successfully handle 
them, but the near future will make Krwanis conventions 
top the whole of them and it is well to think of the matter. 





Act on your own thought. In every work 
of genius we recognize rejected thoughts 
of our own. 








Friday 

One of the incidents of the International Conference 
in Chicago brings forceably to mind the fact that Friday 
is a poor day for a Krwanis luncheon and that it is an 
equally unfortunate day on which to hold a Krwanis 
banquet. 

There are many many people who are limited by 
religious beliefs to certain food on Friday and as the menu 
of a big public affair such as Kiwanis gives offers little 
opportunity for choice by the individual diner it is far 
better to avoid Friday for these affairs. Thirty of the 
three-hundred clubs now have their weekly luncheon 
on this date and while local conditions control the matter 
to a large extent it would seem that another week-day 
could be as easily selected. More than once we have 
heard the statement that it would be well if all Krwants 


Cuiuss in the country met on the same day of the week. 
This standardization of practice might have its advantages 
but it is doubtful if such a rule could be passed through 
a convention or enforced if passed. Local club autonomy 
is too well grounded a principle of K1wanis to have such 
legislation.

KIWANIS. 

Every policy adopted by your International officers 
during the time which elapses between conventions is 
adopted with an eye single to your best interests and to 
follow out your wishes as expressed in convention. 

Kiwanis International is a body of men who are your 
servants, elected by you to carry out your wishes and 
subject to your approving or disapproving ballot at the 
next convention. 

The recent International conference between the Dis- 
trict Governors and International officers was held to 
yet more fully demonstrate the democracy of the organi- 
zation. In addition to your wishes expressed through 
your delegates, who represent your individual club, 
at convention, you were represented as a district at this 
conference. It is not only your privilege but your duty 
to voice your wishes in all matters pertaining to our 
organization in all its operations. j

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The Evolution of the Administrative Machinery of 
Kiwanis 


rQ VUE evolution of our administrative machinery is a 
| study in itself. Until the Birmingham convention the 
responsibility for the conduct of the affairs of the organ- 
ization had of necessity largely rested upon the President and 
Secretary. During the 1919-1920 convention year, the final ad- 
ministrative authority was largely vested in the Office Executive 
Committee. Confining the active administrative functions to a 
small group of efficient and deeply interested men proved valuable 
during a period of rapid and fundamental development. 

The growth of Kiwanis—the development of leaders in our 
Kiwanis fold with their natural diversity of opinion and the ex- 
pansion of our whole organization plan, has resulted in the func- 
tioning of all our administrative machinery during this conven- 
tion year. 

In the estimation of the Secretary, by far the most important 
accomplishment of the convention year to date has been the 
gradual adjustment of our plan of organization procedure. In 
order to properly present the changes which have taken place the 
funetions of the various units of our operating plan will be 
explained and the changes pointed out. While these developments 
have been natural, they are, however, the result of a distinct plan 
laid cut eighteen months ago. 

1. The International Convention 

The International convention, as the supreme legislative body 
of the organization, lays the foundation of constitutional author- 
ity. The convention adopts resolutions through which the dele- 
gates express the views of the local clubs upon matters of import- 
ance to the Kiwanis movement, which resolutions act as a guide 
to the administrative authorities. 

2. The International Board of Trustees 

The Board of Trustees is the supreme administrative body. 
It is the duty of the board members, who are elected by the del- 
egates to the International conventions, to administer the Inter- 
national constitution; to carry out the mandates of the Interna- 
tional convention as expressed in resolutions and to generally 
represent the collective interests of the several local Kiwanis 
Ciupns between sessions of the convention. 

3. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee is appointed by the President to 
represent the Board of Trustees between the sessions of the board. 
Under the general direction of the Executive Committee the 
program of the organization goes forward. 


4. The Officers 


eight matters of fundamental significance to KiwaNnians and 
Kiwanis CLUBS. 

Through the existence of these committees the Board of Trus- 
tees, Executive Committee, and officers are relieved of the ne- 
cessity of passing upon matters coming within the province of 
their consideration. 

The most important single development in the operation of 
our administrative machinery is in connection with the work of 
the several committees of the organization. During the early 
days of Kiwanis matters of organization purpose and procedure 
were so nebulous that it was futile to expect the standing com- 
mittees to function. During the 1919-1920 convention year, 
KIWANIS was just emerging from the nebulous state and the 
struggle to give expression to a consistent purpose and plan of 
organization so absorbed the attention of the Executive that 
proper direction could not be given to the several standing com- 
mittees which, therefore, did not function 100 per cent through 
little fault of either their own or that of the executive. 

The advent of the 1920-1921 convention year found another 
condition. The purpose of the organization had been clarified—— 
the operating plan had become reasonably well established and 
fairly well understood. Where the Board and Executive Com- 
mittee had onee found it more advisable to pass upon matters 
themselves, which would naturally fall within the purview of a 
standing committee, they now found the organization in a posi- 
tion where the executive Secretary could give sufficient time to 
represent them in placing these subjects before the proper com- 
mittees for consideration and report. A better acquaintance with 
the men of the organization and their abilities had also made 
possible a better selection of committee material which has had 
its inevitable result in better work 

Fully one-half the matters which last year were submitted to 
the Executive Committee for initial consideration now go to a 
proper standing committee or special committee for investigation 
before coming before the Executive Committee. 

As an example of the way in which the change has worked out, 
the Secretary was last year required to state his personal views 
on all matters of policy and program as the starting point for a 
discussion by the board at the mid-year meeting. This year his 
ideas have been given to the twelve standing and special com- 
mittees throughout the year. The reports of these committees 
will this year form the starting point for discussion by the board 

of many of the most important

5. The Standing Committees

6. The Special International Committees 


A new feature of our administrative machinery is the addition 
0! three special committees with specific duties. 


The naming of the Committees on Laws and Regulations, Dis- 
trict Affairs and Music, to study and report on three special 
matters of Kiwanis importance during this convention year, is 
further proof that International Kiwanis has appreciated the 
importance of conducting its serious work through committees 
competent to bring ripe judgment to bear upon specific Kiwanis 
problems. 


At least two of these committees, those on Laws and Regula- 
tions and District Affairs have proved of such value that the 
Secretary proposes their addition to the list of regular standing 
committees by proper constitutional amendment. This sugges- 


tion has already been handed to the Committee on Laws and 
Regulations by the Secretary. 
7. A Committee of the Board 

Another type of committee appears this year in the special 
committee on finance, created by action of the Executive Com- 
mittee and responsible to the Executive Committee and Board 
of Trustees. This type of committee is distinguished from the 
standing committee which exists by virtue of the constitution 
and is responsible to the convention in the last analysis. 

In other words, the Finance Committee is a special working 
committee of the board. 

The significance of the appointment of this committee lies in 
the fact that it indicates that the board realizes that such comp- 
licated and important matters as finance must be delegated to a 
small group of men particularly fitted to serve on such a 
committee; whom the Executive Committee and board can hold 
responsible for an intimate knowledge of details which the entire 
body could not possibly possess. 





A Kiwanis Opportunity 


By ELLWOOD J. TURNER 


HERE is at present considerable agitation over 
the ‘fopen shop” question. There are a great 
many local campaigns being carried on for the 
purpose of disposing of the ‘‘closed shop,” and in favor 
of the “open shop” and a number of Krwanis Criuss 
have been asked for their endorsement of these campaigns. 

While there can be no doubt that to enforce the “closed 
shop” the labor unions, in the last few years, have re- 
sorted to measures that have been oppressive and arbi- 
trary, and such as to rouse the ire of many employers 
of labor; and that thereby there has been created in the 
minds of the people, outside the ranks of union labor, 
a very strong feeling against the “closed shop,” and in 
favor of the ‘‘open shop.”’ 

It seems to be the opinion of the vast majority of 

the leaders of the world in industrial matters, that the 
organization of labor into ‘‘unions” is proper, and is bene- 
ficial to the country at large; and that real progress will 
not be made by destroying the unions. Undoubtedly the 
unions have done 2n immense amount of good for “labor”’ 
as a whole, although we condemn many of their practices, 
and although many of the leaders have not worked for 
the best interests of the cause or for the public. But this 
is true in every phase of human endeavor. 
_ Therefore, if it is a good thing for men to join together 
in unions, we must believe that they have a perfect right 
to bargain with any employer of labor, to employ only 
“union labor.’”’ Thus far we must be with them until 
their tactics take the direction of making all shops “‘closed”’ 
against non-union men, by eriforcing the employer to 
make his shop ‘‘closed.”’ 

There can be no doubt that 
it has been the cowardice and 
unwillingness to cooperate 
upon the part of many em- 
ployers, that has, to a great 
extent, permitted the enforce- 
ment of the “closed shop.” 
Most employers want an 
“open shop.” 

There can, therefore, be 
no doubt that the agitation 
in favor of the ‘‘open shop” 
would be proper, if it were 
merely aimed to counter- 
act the efforts of the unions 
toward the ‘closed shop.” 
But the difficulty with the 
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ANOTHER OPPORTUNITY. 


At no time in your career as a Kiwanian can 
you learn so much about the organization, meet 
so many influential men, have so many disturb- 
ing mental reservations dissipated, be so thor- 
oughly uplifted, so genuinely inspired, and so 
perfectly entertained, as is possible at an annual 
International Kiwanis Convention. 


Plan on it. 
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agitation at present lies in the fact that it is mainly 
backed by what Ex-President Taft calls, the “Bourbon 
Employers,’”’ who do not, so much, seek this principle, as 
to attack the union. 

We have just passed through a period when there can 
be no doubt that organized labor was in the “‘saddle’’; 
and undoubtedly abused its power as much as ‘“‘Capital’’ 
had in the past. But “Labor” is still antagonistic to 
“Capital” and distrusts it; and “Capital” still distrusts 
and is antagonistic to “Labor.”’ Surely we are never 
going to get back to sound business in this country until 
we have brought these two groups together and to a 
better understanding. Between these two groups, the 
great mass of ordinary workers and business and pro- 
fessional men are suffering losses because these people 
cannot get together. Organized labor takes agitation 
for the ‘open shop” as a threat against ‘‘unionism.”’ 
Therefore, in advocating such a program, we are only 
further creating points of difference that will make it 
harder to arrive at peace. 

Sven if the employers are right in their contention, 
they cannot gain very much by this propaganda, because 
industrial conditions themselves are to a great extent 
taking care of this question; nevertheless these conditions 
make the union men feel that Capital is seizing the oppor- 
tunity, when they are down, to strike them. 

At this point Krwants has a wonderful opportunity. 
It is a cosmopolitan group; men from all walks of life. 
It should be in a position in the local community, because 
of its acts of service, to be looked upon as a fair-minded, 
public-spirited organization, working for the common 
good. Therefore, instead of 
advocating that which may 
cause further friction, the K1- 
WANis Cuiuss of the United 
States and Canada, should 
seek ways of bringing a broader 
viewpoint tothe employer, who 
is seeking to go back to pre- 
war conditions, and the union 
man whoisseeking to maintain 
war conditions. Thisis a big 
proposition, at which most 
men shy when it is broached. 
But the kind of men who 
make up Krwanis should have 
sand and grit enough to be 
willing to attack the problem. 
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In A. E. Parker, Secretary of the Winni- 
peg, Manitoba club, the Middle Provinces 
have appointed a publicity man for the 
distriet, who is responsible for the splendid 
description of the records of Mid-Canadian 
clubs in the columns under ‘“‘What They 
Are Doing.”’ 

The matter of the attendance at the 
Cleveland convention has of course been 
called to the attention of the various ‘club 
Secretaries, but now through this column, 
we reach the individual KiwaAnian with a 
special, urgent request that he pay particu- 
lar attention to the very readable material, 
which is now appearing anent this mam- 
moth meeting. Many of the clubs of the 
district have already appointed their ‘‘on- 
to-convention”’ committees. Undoubtedly, 
however, some of the units have not taken 
care of this detail. It should be done at 
once. It is essential that the Canadian 
districts show a representative delega- 
tion from every club in order that Canada 
may take its proper share in all proposed 
legislation affecting our great international 
body 

The district is marking time on the ex- 
tension work at present. They are await- 
ing the appointment of a suitable field 
representative to carry on the work of 
new clubs in the Middle 
Provinces. It is probable that this dis- 
trict will be next in line to Ontario, which 
is now busily engaged with their extension 
program. The affairs of the district are 
receiving the efficient attention of Gover- 
nor Hobson, who finds at his disposal such 
Kiwantans as H. B. Andrews,

After all, it’s not so strange that this 
splendid district machine of ours should 
develop a “squeak’’ after it starts rolling 
onward—is it? The machine is new and 
must get “primed”’ up before we can have 
that “‘instantaneous’’ response to the 
“‘accelerator,’’ so much desired by every 
one of us. But this is all coming along, 
and very nicely, too. 

Don’t forget that our machine was 
really “new” last October at Ottawa; 
our charter presentation in Kingston gave 
us the first opportunity to ‘‘lubricate’’ 
the machinery, and develop ‘‘extra’’ 
equipment, and on the whole it has oper- 
ated very well, indeed. 

But, it must operate automatically 
before it is good enough for the Ontario- 
Quebec District, so Governor Eddie was 
invited by the Brantford Kiwanis Cius 
to hold a meeting of the District officers and 
Trustees in that city on Tuesday, March 1, 
about 11 a. m., in the Kerby Hotel. More 
later. 














The greatest charter party ever staged 
in the Ohio district and probably in the 


International organization, took place 
February 24, when the Marion Club re- 
ceived its charter. 


It was a wonderful party, not only be- 
cause it is the club of President Harding, 
but because of the fine entertainment ac- 
corded the visitors by the Marion mem- 
bers. Already past masters at the art 
of entertaining, due to the fact that they 
have been at it constantly since President 
Harding’s nomination, they fairly outdid 
themselves, at the charter party. 

Delegations met each train and traction 
car and every officer and visitor was treat- 
ed royally during his stay. Hotel accommo- 
dations had been arranged by the club and 
there was nothing lacking to make it a 
wonderful night in every way. 

For the first time in the history of 
Masonry in Marion, the Masonic Temple 
was thrown open to an outside organiza- 
tion and Kiwanis had full sway there. 
Two hundred fifty-five Krwanrans and 
their wives were seated at the tables. 

Governor Albert H. Miller presided at 
the banquet. The charter presentation was 
made by Brig.-General Benson W. Hough, 
Judge of the Supreme Court of- Ohio. 
General Hough was called upon to pre- 
sent the charter by Governor Miller in 
recognition of his assistance in the estab- 
lishment of the Marion Club. He was 
Chairman of the Sponsoring Committee of 
the Delaware club; also a Colonel in the 
Rainbow Division of the A. E. F.; he is 
now Brigadier-General of the Ohio Na- 
tional Guard. 

Messages of regret were received during 
the meeting from President Harding and 
Senator Willis, both cf whom took promi- 
nent parts in the organization meeting 
of the club. Senator Willis is a member 
of the Delaware club. 

The President declared that although 
he was unable to be with his club at the 
charter presentation, he was there in 
spirit and that it was one of his greatest 
regrets that he was forced to miss many of 
his home-town gatherings. 

In addition to the talks delivered by 
Governor Miller and General Hough, 
E. F. Arras, present in his capacity as 
International Trustee, gave one of his 
usual splendid, inspirational addresses. 
The address of welcome was delivered 
by T. E. Andrews, Mayor of Marion. 
Acceptance of the charter was made by 
James W. MeMurray,. of the Marion 
club. 

The Marion roll call was given by Grant 
Mouser, Secretary. One ‘hundred one 
members responded. 

The success of the charter party was due 
to the efforts of Secretary Mouser, Presi- 
dent McMurray, Earl T. Smart and L. L. 
Montei. The latter two served as Presi- 
dent and Secretary during the organiza- 
tion period. 

Organization work and charter presenta- 
tions still occupy a large time of Governor

Miller and his staff. In the iast month char- 
ters have been presented to Bowling Green, 
Marion, Willard, Coshocton, and Napoleon, 
with several others on the list to whom 
dates have not been assigned. The Gov- 
ernor presented charters to Bowling Green 
and Napoleon, while General Hough made 
the presentation at Marion, and Past 
Lieutenant Governor Arden Hardgrove, 
at Willard. 

While Marion is believed to have set a 
record for hospitality at its party, Willard 
hung up a record for spirit of the real 
Kiwanis type, at the Bowling Green party. 
At that time, the President of the Willard 
Club, with four of his members drove to 
Bowling Green, eighty miles away, to 
take part in the affair and get pointers for 
their party. They made the trip over bad 
roads and during a blizzard. At that 
time, they were the youngest club in the 
district. 

Galion, Salem, and Zanesville are the 
youngest Kiwanis babies in the district. 
Mansfield put over Galion in a day, 
while Zanesville was sponsored by Newark 
and Salem by Alliance. Other prospects 
are about due and with, every club work- 
ing its head off to come up to the quota 
set by Governor Miller, everything points 
to a record year for the Ohio District. 

Already twice as many clubs have been 
formed since September, as were brought 
into being during all of last year. 

With the state’s three greatest citizens 
all active Krwantans, the Ohio District 
claims the honor of producing big men of 
the United States.. 

The President of the United States and 
Ohio’s two United States Senators are 
members of KrwAnis and each has a record 
of attainments in the organization that 
shows they are real KrwaniAns, as well 
as statesmen. There is no figurehead stuff 
about any of them. 

President Harding took a prominent 
part in the organization of the Marion 
Club and is a Director. Senator Willis has 
been one of the leaders of the Delaware 
Club, since its organization. He was a 
member of the Delaware flying squadron, 
which organized the Marion Club. 

Senator Atlee Pomerene is a member of 
the Canton Club and he has been active 
there. He is always on hand at the 
meetings, whenever he is in Canton, 
and has spoken many times, both at the 
meetings and in support of projects which 
the club was backing. 

The Ohio District is justly proud of its 
statesmen-members, than which there are 
none greater in the nation.

General Notes 


The trend of the clubs is toward higher 
membership fees and higher dues. Twen- 
ty-five dollars for each—the membership 
fee and annual dues, appears to be the 
minimum to accomplish the best working 
basis to bring in the desired results. 
Several of the clubs are charging dues 
large enough to cover meals, quarterly in 
advance, and it is working out most satis- 
factorily. It has improved the attend- 
ance and in turn increased the spirit. 


Several of the clubs of Division No. | 
have adopted the daily roundtable lunch- 
eon idea. At a convenient place, those 
who are accessible, drop in at a special 
table between 12:00 and 1:30 p. m 
Naturally Kiwanis is the topic of conversa- 
tion and the local club benefits. One 
club, with the exception of its regular 
luncheon day, assigns to each of the com- 
mittee one of the round table days. 





Governor Babb was the first President 
of the Worcester Kiwanis Cuius, serving 
two years, during which term he was 
elected Lieut. Governor of the district. 
His administration as President was char- 
acterized by the thought of laying the 
foundation for a club of a fraternal spirit. 
This was done with an enthusiasm which 
held the club firmly together, until the 
day when numbers were attracted by its 
rare spirit of friendliness among competi- 
tors and businessmen who had _ been 
strangers before. -It is recalled that he 
frequently said, “If your neighbor objects 
to the house you are about to build, show 
him that you want to beafriend.’’ ‘‘There 
is room for all and as many clubs whose 
motto is to build not tear down;’’ as a 
consequence of this spirit, Kiwanis got a 
firm hold on the good will of the people of 
the city. This monument was not the 
first center of interest which the Governor 
had to his credit, but the others had not 
taken on the form of organization work, 
so that he modestly kept his name in the 
background. His second year as Presi- 
dent of the local club was interrupted 
by nine months, during which he was away 
from his desk, engaged in work overseas 
in France and England during the war.

These be strenuous days in the Hoosier 
District of Kiwanis. Internal affairs of 
the various clubs, keeping an eye on the 
Indiana Legislature, the work of bringing 
Kiwanis to the attention of towns still 
outside the fold, charter and inter-city 
meetings and other activities are keep- 
ing the District officers on the jump every 
day. 

In order to assist the thirty-six local

Clubs” and “Extension Work.’’ These 
reminders from headquarters, together 
with the Kiwants MaGazine, appeariag 
monthly, serve to keep Hoosier Kiwan- 
IANS in touch with the best ideas and the 
best work being accomplished in the K1- 
WANIS realm. 

It is a source of gratification to the Dis- 
trict officers to see the various clubs of the 
district devote themselves to accomplish- 
ing really worth-while results along civic 
and community service lines. Even the 
newly-organized clubs in the district 
appear to have caught the real Kiwanis 
spirit of service. In more than one instance 
these ‘‘baby’’ clubs have put the efforts 
of the older organizations to shame. 

A great part of the efforts of the dis- 
trict headquarters offices are now pointed 
toward one of the great inter-city meetings 
to be held in Logansport, on April 5. 
Several meetings of this character have 
been held in the recent past in the District, 
notably the one at Tipton, on February 25, 
when the Tipton Krwanis Civus charter 
meeting was made the occasion of a gather- 
ing of delegates from ten clubs. Not less 
than three hundred KrwaNians were pres-

The District 
Education Committee, for instance, did 
some effective work in urging the state 
legislature to pass laws which would in- 
erease the effectiveness of the great state 
universities, like Indiana and Purdue, and 
the public school system in_ general. 
Suggestions which have been made by the 
International Educational Committee 
from time to time, have also been acted 
on by the District Educational Committee.

Charter Meetings 


A charter was given to the new Ellwood 
Club during the past month, Governor 


McCulloch making the presentation 
speech. Delegations were present from 
Anderson, Marion, Kokomo, Frankfort, 


and Indianapolis. The charter meeting was 
preceded by an inter-city meeting. Two 
hundred Kiwantans from the central part 
of the state were present. 


Governor McCulloch presented a charter 
to the new Winchester Club during the 
past month. The meeting was again 
made the occasion for a real inter-city 
meeting with over 200 Kiwantans present. 


During the month of March, charter 
meetings will have been held in the follow- 
ing cities where new clubs have been 
organized: Laporte, Decatur, Hammond, 
Crawfordsville, and New Albany. 


At this time, February 28, the Indiana 
District is composed of thirty-six clubs 
and reports from the three lieutenant 
Governors and International Organizer 
“Bill” Millard show that other clubs are 
in the making. 


Lieutenant Governor James F. Boyer, 
of Elkhart, who has charge of the northern 
third of the Indiana District, is doing 
effective work in organizing a series of 
inter-city meetings and in pushing the 
extension of Kiwanis. He is organizing 
the preliminary work in cities like Val- 
paraiso, Michigan City, East Chicago, 
Kendallville and others. 

Lieutenant Governor B. S. Alnutt, of 


Evansville, who is in charge of the destinies 
of the southern third of the district, has 


just reported the completion of a club in 
New Albany and the additional good news 
that preliminary work is being done in 
several cities in that part of Indiana. 

Lieutenant Governor Bromert, of In- 
dianapolis, who is Governor McCulloch’s 
right-hand assistant in the central part of 
the district is completing the preliminary 
work in Hartford City, Rushville, Shelby- 
ville and in other cities. 

**On-To-Cleveland’”’ 

Governor MeCulloch has appointed 
Charles ‘“‘Chic’’ Hutchins, of Marion, as 
the District ‘‘On-to-Cleveland’”’ Chair- 
man. This appointment makes it certain 
that the Hoosier District will be repre- 
sented by a worthy and formidable delega- 
tion at the ‘‘Sixth City’? convention next 
June. Reports which are rolling in from 
various clubs in the district indicate that 
every club will be represented at Cleveland 
by a number of Kiwanis pep artists. If 
the convention city or the International 
organization have in mind awarding any 
prizes to the district bringing the greatest 
number of delegates to the convention, 
it is the intention of District Chairman 
‘Chie’? Hutchins to throw down the gaunt- 
let right now to any and sundry districts 
that may be throwing covetous eyes on 
said prize or prizes. 

The Kiwanis Cuius of Logansport, 
Indiana, is to have an inter-city meeting 
on April 5, in which all clubs in northern 
Indiana are to participate. Kiwanis 
Governor McCulloch is to be chairman 
of the day. Mr. McCray, Governor of 
the state of Indiana, is to speak. This 
event is to be the biggest Kiwanis affair 
this winter in northern Indiana and all 
KIWANIANS in this part of the country are 
urged to attend it. 





Men who have been in the ranks of 
Kiwanis during the past four years and 
have had the opportunity to compare 
present methods of building and caring 
for new clubs; who have lived through the 
troublous times of the earlier years of 
Kiwanis, and have faced situations and 
conditions which have imperiled the exist- 
ence of its organization—these men often 
wondered and asked, ‘“‘Will it survive in 
spite of the mistakes of the attending 
physicians?’’ If there had not been genu- 
ine merit in the fundamental principles 
of Kiwanis, it would have as surely died 
as the plant dies which is not supplied 
with water. 

Conditions in Wisconsin were not es- 
sentially different from those in other 
states, and we find in some instances that 
elubs have gone through a temporary 
period of decay and disintegration—due 
to at least two things: First: In building 
the proper attention to quality was not 
existent. Too much attention was put 
on quantity and speed. The result was 
that the clubs were not left in the excel- 
lent condition of the present-day Kiwanis 
Cius, and were not given the follow- 
through service that they get today. 

















Today the members are not sold on the 
basis “You'll get all the trade in your line, 
of all the members of the club.” With 


such foundation stones to build upon, the. 


structure settled, sagged and nearly top- 
pled over. 

Fortunately, there were in every club a 
sufficient number of men who took their 
membership rather seriously, who be- 
lieved in what Kiwanis might stand for, 
who were men of vision, of unselfish nature 
and who had faith to say, “Yet I doubt not 
through all the ages one increasing purpose 
runs. The thoughts of men are widened 
with the process of the suns.” They be- 
gan to take counsel with each other. The 
International officers heard their findings, 
and out of them there is being evolved 
a better conception of the needs and meth- 
ods to be followed in building the structure 
which was so illy started, so that now, one 
may feel assured of the perpetuity of In- 
ternational Kiwanis. 

The University of Wisconsin is furnish- 
ing a corps of speakers for the clubs in 
the state who are covering a very wide 
range of interesting topics to the great 
edification of the members. They can 
now tell you how to make a hundred 
kernels of corn grow where one grew before 
and how to teach, handle and care for 
10,000 students. 

Beloit seems to be the outstanding club 
in activities during the past month. They 
are backing a movement for a fitting and 
permanent memorial to the Beloit boys 
who gave their service and lives in the 
World War. They are also promoting 
a comprehensive and creditable park 
system for the city, and have proposed to 
the Rotary Club that they join hands with 
them in the work. As a diversion, they 
have been getting acquainted with the 
new Boy Scouts brigade and entertained 
them at a dinner. 

Mr. John H. Moss, our new District 
Governor, after carefully studying the map 
of Wisconsin, has planned an extensive 
campaign for the extension department. 
It is his hope that clubs will be put into 
the cities which are in close proximity to 
each other, so that,inter-city meetings may 
be frequent and thereby bring about closer 
relations and greater cooperation among 
the clubs of the state. 

We occasionally hear from a visiting 
member that he had had an unhappy visit 
at the Kiwants Cuius in , due 
to the fact that there was no one to greet 
him or show him any attention. He paid 
for his dinner and sat down at a table and 
introduced himself. Then the men at the 
table began talking among themselves 
as if he did not exist. Can it be possible, 
my dear Wisconsin KiwantAn, that such 
a thing could occur in your club? Mr. 
President and Mr. Secretary, see to it that 
the stranger within your gates is made to 
feel at home, made glad :that he came, 
made anxious to come again.

Toi iii 


By the Chairman of the Educational Committee 
of the Memphis Kiwanis Club 
O BE Chairman of the Educational 
Committee is not an easy task to 
perform. To teach the members 
of the club the principles of Kiwanis 
(which I have been asked to do) may 
not be highly inspiring to you, nor even 
entertaining. A teacher is a more or less 
avoided person. As children, we found 
teachers were taskmasters; but, if I am 
to perform this duty, it must be done 
sincerely and honestly. 
F Krwanis is to be more than a lunch 
club with a lot of useless pep, noise, 
bantering and talk, it must know its 
purpose and principles. To come to- 
gether each week and boast of the big 
crowd we had, to tell the public what a 
fine bunch of fellows we are, to have a 
speaker talk on some interesting topic, 
which we applaud, does not strike me as 
the original intent and purpose of Krwanis. 
All this we can get at other places and in 
other ways. Now what follows may seem 
like shooting our practices, customs and 
ideas of Kiwanis full of holes, but I be- 
lieve no business man ever accepts any 
business proposition without shooting 
it full of holes. If it can stand that, 
it will commend itself tohim. A club that 
is well pleased with itself may be on the 
way to death. At least that is my con- 
ception. I never want my chureh to 
become satisfied with itself. There must 
be a noble discontent, if to be worthwhile. 
TOW, first of all I take the March 
number of our magazine. Under the 
caption ‘“‘What Kiwanis Stands For” 
I read ten principles:4s written by our 
International President. The Editor, I 
take it, writes ‘“‘We do not see how it 
(set of principles) could be improved.” 
I trust that what I say may not seem 
unkind or immodest, but I think that 
there may be differing opinions about the 


matter of improvement of these principles, 


or rather, their statement. In my opinion 
it seems that Kiwanis as a whole ought to 
have a number of men to formulate its 
creed. The International President has 
given some splendid principles, but surely 
no one would say, not even he, that. this 
statement is beyond improvement. It 
seems to me that some of the principles 
are too general; some practically make 
distinctions, but without any real differ- 


ences. Mind you, I say, “as I see it.’ 
It appears to me that principles one and 
nine cover the same ground, both dealing 
with the morals and integrity of business, 
and principles four, five and seven deal 
each with public welfare. So I believe 
we might begin by working toward a 
clearer and more definite set of principles. 
Principles one, two, three, six and ten, 
to my mind, are splendid. 
O PASS on—are we really fulfilling 
the functions of principles one, two, 
and three in our club? I think not. 
Indeed, from the magazine reports of 
other clubs, it is gleaned that all have the 
same failure to acknowledge. Read the 
reports and you will observe that the ideas 
of service are voiced in the backing of 
various movements cailed drives. ‘‘We 
helped Boy Scouts, or a hospital, or an 
Orphans’ Home,” ete. Such is the report 
of what Krwanis is doing. Again, we 
read of assessments in some clubs. We 
had some in ours. The general idea 
is that money-getting or giving is service. 
Do not misunderstand. I do not despise 
that but—is that service? The man who 
is called mankind’s Savior had no money. 
The prophets of the Old Testament times 
were men without means. Yet they served. 
E ARE ignoring, as I see it, prin- 
ciples one, two and three. Never 
once in the eight months since I have been 
in this club have I heard any discussion 
about any particular line of business. 
I do not read in the magazine any record 
of ways and means of building higher 
business standards. Have we reached 
the ideal? Again in this club, I have 
noticed that the same men gravitate toward 
each other at each meeting, and we never 
really get acquainted. 
PERMIT me to point out one thing in 
the magazine, which to my mind, 
shows how in our zeal for the institution 
we may violate our own principle. I[ 
read about a man going to a hotel where 
a long line of disappointed people stand, 
because there are no rooms. Enters a 
man who registers and puts a large ‘‘K”’ 
after his name. The elerk is stumped. 
Ah, here is a man who must be favored. 
He is told to wait a while and lo, in a 
short time he gets a room. Now, if I am 
to serve, if I am to stand for business 
integrity, then I must certainly reject the 
argument of this editorial. I am a Mason, 
a Shriner and an Elk. In times of per- 
sonal distress, I will be grateful for help 
from my brothers, because of my fellow- 
ship, but I certainly, as a Shriner, or Elk, 


or Krwanian, if I want to be a true servant 
and true brother to mankind, do not 
want any advantages given to me through 
disadvantages of someone else, who had 
prior claim. As you have no right as a 
KiwANIANn to expect me to buy from you 
just because you are a KIwANIAN, so as a 
KIWANIAN you have no right to ask, ex- 
pect or use privileges that others are 
denied because they do not happen to be 
Kiwanians. The clerk lied and _ the 
KIwanlIAn benefited thereby. 
MANY of you have problems to solve 
and misunderstandings to correct. 
As retailers you have been charged with 
profiteering, as professional men you have 
been charged with unfairness, ete. We 
need to know what your standards are. 
You need to know how we feel about your 
standards. 
GAIN in an editorial, I observe these 
words: ‘There is no better thought, 
than for Program Committees to select 
only ‘safe and sane’ speakers, to refuse 
Kiwanis forum to agitators and radicals 
of every character. Radicals have no 
place in Kiwanis, whether they repre- 
sent labor, capital or the open shop.” 
Well, all I can say is this: If we are men 
of sense and intelligence, then we want to 
know all sides of a question. How can I 
build if I do not know what I have to econ- 
tend with? If Kiwanis is going to carry 
out principle eight, then it can only do so 
by hearing all kinds of thinkers. How 
can we form any sensible opinions of men, 
events and causes unless we are ready to 
hear what men of all schools have to say. 
HERE is one thing I do know and that 
is, as business men you are likely to 
be more radical capitalists or open shop 
men than you dream of being, because you 
only know one side of all of these condi- 
tions. It is a good thing to hear what 
extremists think about us and affairs. 
We surely are not a weak-minded lot of 
men in danger of losing our good sense. 
E NEED them to return to our first 
law. We are priding ourselves on 
service in drives, ete., all of which we 
eould do through other clubs or through 
churches. We are attempting some work 
that overlaps that of organizations effi- 
ciently manned for such purposes; as for 
example, character organizations. This, 
as I see it, was not the primary object of 
KIwanls. 
I SUBMIT my ideas to you after much 
careful thinking. It is now your privi- 
lege to shoot my conceptions full of holes, 
for I want to learn.

his estate here is one of 
the show ‘places of the 
city. This is also the 
home of Newton D.

potato as it were. But that time is past. 
Today the need is for a square, man-to- 
man understanding of what is wrong with 
industry and for definite action to right 
these wrongs. 

When we sum up all of the reasons for 
the present widespread industrial unrest, 
for Bolshevism in Russia, for the metal 
workers’ revolution in Italy, for the coal 
workers’ strike in England, and for the 
I. W. W. atrocities in America, we find at 
the bottom of it all discontent based on 
ignorance—the discontent of ignorant men 
with what they get for what they do. 
~~ While this discontent may have originat- 
ed in past inhumane treatment of workers 
by ignorant employers, men who ignored 
the dictates of humanitarianism, its 
smoldering coal has been fanned into flame 
by unscrupulous and designing men intent 
on personal power and profit. 

By specious argument and _ insidious 
propaganda the idle Reds have roused the 
workers to resentment against past treat- 


ment either as a commodity whose price 
depends upon the law of supply and 
demand or as a machine whose value is 
determined by the quantity of its output. 
But they ignore the fact that enlightened 
employers have already begun to recog- 
nize the third factor in the industrial 
equation: that ‘a man’s a man for a’ 
that,’”’ that every worker is entitled to 
humane treatment as a human being and 
not as a mere commodity or machine. 

Unfortunately such humane treatment 
is still so recent that many workers have 
not forgotten the wrongs of the past, 
and consequently lend a ready ear to the 
wolf masquerading in sheep skin. They 
fail to see the fallacy in a communism 
which preaches the brotherhood of man 
but throttles the value of the individual. 
They foolishly follow a radical leader 
into the shambles and awake too late to 
escape the misery that comes from the dead 
level of mediocrity, where all incentive 
is eliminated and the poorest workman 
sets the pace. 





on ignorance is a gos- 
pel of content based 
on knowledge. This gospel can and should 
be preached and practiced by the Ki- 
WANIs CLus. We can teach the employer 
that it is to his self-interest to give his 
men assurance of a security of livelihood, 
satisfy their natural desires for possession, 
association, approval, justice, and expres- 
sion, and provide for their health and 
safety; and we can teach the employe 
that it is to his self-interest to put forth 
his best efforts, to repay protection with 
loyalty, and to recognize that no industry 
can prosper without direction from men 
of brains. We can educate the employer 
that he try to sell a job and the employe 
that he should try to sell his service and 
that no sale can be consummated unless 
the conditions are mutually satisfactory. 

This task of education in better human 
relationships is one that I urge upon all 
KiwantAns. It means the salvation not 
alone of industry but even of civilization 
itself. By it, and by it alone, can we force 
the terrorist to tear down the red flag and 
haul up the white flag. 


Pasadena Building

rTMWICE, during the recent holiday 

season, Pasadena Ktwanis CuLus dis- 
tinguished itself by proving to be no 
mean asset to California’s crown city. 

Far and wide is Santa Rosa Avenue, 
in Altadena—one of Pasadena’s loveliest 
suburbs—known, because of the 200 
giant deodars that line its both sides, 
up the gentle incline of a mile to the 
Sierra Madre foothills. Well informed 
travelers, many of whom come to Pasadena 
annually, say there is not such another 
thoroughfare in all the world for natural 
stateliness. 

At a luncheon in November, K1wanian 
Fred C. Nash said it had long been the 
dream of his life to see these mammoth 
Cedars lighted during the Christmas 
season. The picture he conjured up 
enthused his hearers and it was immediate- 
ly voted to make the dream come true. 
As a penalty for suggesting it, Nash 
was. made Chairman of the committee 
to carry it out.. He named as his assistants 
KIwantans J. W. Morin, J. M. Eckenrode, 
J. W. Eberle, K. C. Newell, H. O. Stechhan 
and W. O. Youngblood. 

The municipality was induced to furnish 
the labor, material and “‘juice’’ necessary 
to decorate and illuminate the trees. 
Every other one on each side of the 
street was garnished, upwards of 10,000 


colored incandescents being used. The 
other funds necessary for the undertaking 
were provided by the Altadena Improve- 
ment Club and interested citizens. 

Christmas Tree Avenue was first lighted 
up on Christmas night and countless 
thousands went out to see the novel 
sight, such as never greeted eyes anywhere 
before. A program of speaking, led by 
District Governor Leslie Henry and 
President R. C. Davis, opened the cele- 
bration. This was followed with singing 
by the Cauldron Club, Y. W. C. A,, 
and concluded by such an outburst of 
community singing under Professor Clark’s 
leadership as proved that the people 
had real Christmas cheer in their hearts. 

Every night thereafter for a week, 
Christmas Tree Avenue was ablaze and 
numberless were the crowds that gathered 
each evening to see the little stars twinkle 
ones more the glad message of Bethlehem. 
There had been some criticism of the 
project before, from those who did fot 
have Kiwantan Nash’s vision. But all 
gave unstinted praise once it had been 
carried out. And now, it has been decided 
to light up the giant deodars each year, 
making of it such a celebration as is 
nowhere else possible. 

Half a million people saw the New 
Year’s Day pageant, in which the Ktwanis 


entry was awarded first prize. It was 
designed by Kiwanran Cyril Bennett 
who supervised the construction and 
decoration. Many of the club members 
worked on it the day before and all 
night long, putting on the flowers at the 
last minute, so that they would be fresh 
for the parade. It was in the form of a 
Venetian gondola, consisting of a mass 
of pink carnations, festooned with lanterns 
made of earnations which hung down 
in strings, with the name Kiwanis worked 
into the design. 

For two weeks prior to the holiday 
season, Pasadena Kiwant1aAns helped the 
local Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion to raise a $300,000 building fund, 
out of which a new home for the organi- 
zation is to be built. The downtown 
district was canvassed and, in spite of 
its being an unusually busy time for all 
concerned, a substantial sum was netted. 


District Governor Henry complimented 
Pasadena Kiwantans for the excellent 
record they are making. Though one of 
the youngest units in the International 
organizations, he said the Pasadenans 
are setting a pace in California which 
will keep others up on their toes to follow. 
KiIwanIAn rivalry is not self-seeking, 
always being directed to getting the best 
results for the public-at-large.

It is properly regarded as a compliment 
to be invited to join a Kiwanis Cus and 
an honor to belong.

more dangerous than the piles of boxes, 
usually stored of necessity, around shops. 
But the point is that if all wooden or com- 
bustible buildings are to be barred, well 
and good; if others can have wooden 
structures on Kanawha Street, why not 
indulge it for Blind John, for the Kiwanis 
C.ivus and its generous sentiment? 

Blind John is not as young as he once 
was. The rheumatism is now demanding 
toll from the legs that have waded through 
rain and snow; from the body that had to 
stand the cold and dampness, to make up 
for nature’s denial of eyesight. Blind 
John has a family and he can support them 
only from the returns of the business that 
he understands—selling papers. 

The Krwanis Cuivs is trying to set John 
up in business, so that the infirmities of 


age and the wear and tear of persistent 
attention to his business, may not find 
him, some day, without an income, his 
dependent family without a bread-winner. 

We cannot find it in our heart to look 
up the law to stay the hand of benevolence 
or check the practice of brotherly love.

Department completed 176 clubs and 
added 12,358 new members to the Inter- 
national organization.

Reasons for Success 


There are several reasons Which have 
made for this splendid success. Our field 


corps is composed of unusual men. We 
do not believe that any sales force of like 
size could number among its personnel 
so large a number of men of great ability; 
men all active K1rwantans, who are funda- 
mentally interested in the success of the 
Krwanis movement, and in maintaining 
the standard of our organization. The 
department has received unusual co- 
operation from District Governors and 
from established clubs. throughout the 
organization. The advent of the Sponsor 
System has stimulated interest in exten- 
sion work, and we are able to point to 
many notable examples of enthusiastic 
effort on the part of clubs in sponsoring 
a new Kiwanis unit. 


The Sponsor System 


The Sponsor System is a new feature 
in Kiwanis extersion which not only 
assists to more rapidly complete new or- 
ganizations but is reacting to the benefit 
of the districts in which it is in operation. 
The system has been inaugurated in 
twelve Kiwanis districts, and is in process 
of installation in ten others. In the 
Sponsoring System an established club 
is made responsible for the establishment 
of Krwanis in a neighboring city. A 
committee or “Flying Squadron” is ap- 
pointed from a club to investigate condi- 
tions in the city in question, and repre- 
sentative business men are interviewed. 
When sufficient interest has been aroused 
so that a definite desire for a club has 
been voiced on the part of the prospective 
members, a Field Representative is called 
for. When the Field Representative 
arrives on the ground he is assisted by 
the local club. A large delegation will 
attend his first arranged meeting, or per- 
haps the Sponsoring Club will hold one 
of its regular luncheons in the city. One 
Ohio club made a trip with sixty members 
and a brass band; a club in Illinois held 
a luncheon in a neighboring city with 
forty Krwanrans present. A new Kr- 
WANIS CUB resulted in both cases. How 
better explain Kiwanis to a prospective 
member than to show him a Kiwanis 
Cius in operation; than to give him a 
close-up view of Kiwanis? 


Benefit to Established Clubs 


The active part taken by Kiwantans 
throughout the organization in this ex- 
tension work, through their interest in 
the Sponsoring System, is bringing a 
definite benefit to our older clubs. Kr- 
WANIANS are increasing their interest in 


Kiwanis by accomplishing a definite piece 
of service for the organization; their 
knowledge of Kiwanis is augmented and 
through their understanding our olde- 
clubs are stimulated into increased acr 
tivity. There has been a contact estab- 
lished between the Sponsor Club and the 
new organization during the formation 
of the latter, which contact is continued, 
and a greater desire for inter-city relations 
grows. Inter-city relations is the back 
bone of a healthy district organization. 
As the clubs associate together their 
spirit of cooperation increases, and the 
district is strengthened. 

The year 1920 has been a period of solid 
accomplishment upon which we may base 
our future work. Our record in extension 
has not only proved the complete success 
of the Krwanis unique method of es- 
tablishing new clubs, but has built each 
district to a point where the district or- 
ganization can bear the Kiwanis banner 
into every town and city where live-wire 
business men of the Kiwanis calibre may 
be found.

[NX THE May issue of the Magazine 
will appear the first results of the attend- 
ance contest. We recommend a_ very 
close examination of the figures to the 
Secretaries of the new clubs. You will 
find, almost without exception, that those 
clubs which boast a large attendance, 
either proportionate or actual, are the same 
ones that are getting on record in this 
Magazine as accomplishing the most for 
their community. It is true that there 
is nothing remarkable in this-fact but 
there is something remarkable in the fact 
that many of us appear to feel that our 
personal consistent attendance’ record 
isn’t essential. Jt is absolutely essential. 

You were selected for membership in 
your particular club primarily on the 
basis of how active you would be for your 
community. Secondarily, you were select- 
ed because of your standing in the business 
and social life of the city. If you have 
achieved any rating in the latter, it was 
reasonable to assume that you will gain 
the same standard in the former. How- 
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ever, there can be no achievement in 
Kiwanis by absent treatment. You 
must be present at most of the meetings 
in order to be of any use to the club, 
which exists to benefit that bit of our 
country which supports your business, 
your family—you. 

We have said that your attendance 
most of the time is imperative. Certainly 
there are days when you absolutely cannot 
be present. On that subject we cannot 
comment more effectively than has the 
Secretary of the Massillon, Ohio, club, 
a new one, by the way: 

“There are 57 members in the Club. 
Last week 10 members notified the 
Secretary that they couldn’t be present. 
So we prepared for 47, at a dollar a 
plate. There were 35 present, leaving 
a deficit of $12 made by the twelve who 
stayed away without notifying. Ob- 
viously, it is up to these twelve to pay 
a dollar each for the luncheon for which 
they contracted but didn’t attend. 

“The Secretary has several of these 
misses charged up to some members 
and is preparing statements to cover 
these accounts. If you cannot attend, 
notify the Secretary before 9 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. Otherwise you 
will be prepared for and, if not present, 
one dollar will be charged to your account. 
This notation has been made many 
times in our letters. We don’t like to 
debit unexcused absentees, but if you 
don’t pay it, the club must, making an 
unfair charge on the members who at- 
tend. 

“If you cannot come call up and you'll 
be excused.” 

We urgently recommend that each new 
Secretary and President adopt the measure 
suggested in the foregoing quotation. We 
believe it is effective.

The club is getting ready to urge Inter- 
national in the matter of protecting the 
National Parks against commercial in- 
vasion, and is going to urge the district 
to get the present legislature to do more 
for the State Park at Ottawa, than it has 
done before. With the aid of the Chicago 
division clubs, it is active in the acquiring 
of an aquarium for the Lake Front Park; 
also an aviation field. It is seeking the 
cooperation of the clubs of Indiana, 
particularly those of the northern part, 
to make the Dunes Park a national or a 
state park. 


STREATOR, ILL., has taken up the 
question of the proposed sewer and have 
secured City Engineer Fred Renz’ ideas 








and opinions on the matter. It has 
also secured the repeal of an ordinance 
that was effecting all of the citizens— 
that of prohibiting the burning of leaves 
within the city. It has secured the passing 
of more adequate traffic regulations. 
At the instigation of Kiwanis, Rotary 
has joined with Kiwanis and secured a 
system for the parking of cars. This 
work is to be done by the two clubs in 
the spring with no expense to the city. 
A eommittee, too, is acting with Rotary 
on the strict observance of the gambling 
ordinances of the city. Kiwantans have 
appointed a committee to investigate 
the cost of marking all highways within 
a radius of 20 miles in each direction 
leading into the city. All were very 
prominent in the réorganization of the 
Chamber of Commerce under the direction 
and supervision of the American City 
Bureau. A committee from Kiwanis, 
working with the Chamber of Commerce 
and Rotary, tired to secure the remapping 
of one of the state hard roads, so that it 
would lead into the city, by a route more 
beneficial to Streator and the surrounding 
territory. Success is practically assured. 
The club has a committee working on the 
needs of the high school and has also 
appointed a committee that is working 
to secure either a union depot for the 
seven railroads leading into Streator, or 
to secure new depots from various roads, 
especially the C. B. & Q. 

KALAMAZOO, MICH., is raising a 
$30,000. budget in the city for the Asso- 
ciated Charities organization. Is co- 
operating very closely also in the drive 
for $150,000 for the home for the Amer- 
ican Legion and kindred organizations. The 
Kiwanis Cuivs of Kalamazoo has two bowl- 
ing teams, and if anyone cares to accept 
their challenge, are ready to take the 
scalps of all comers. 

On January 29, the club had the unusual 
honor of entertaining at a special meeting 
Henry J. Elliott, Immediate Past President 
of International Kiwanis, also the Honor- 
able William J. Lesperance, District 
Governor of the Kiwanis Clubs of Quebec.
